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Mixed Priorities 
African Nations

Most people, when envisioning Africa, are reminded. of 
widespread famine, and persistent poverty. The media has 
continuously shown the grinding poverty and starvation, 
especially in Ethiopia. But there is another side of Africa that 
tells a different story. It is not a story of poverty, but rather one 
of séaring military expendi 
and unrestrained military competition. 


According to the U.S. Arms: Control and Disarmament | 


Agency (ACDA), military spending is rising faster in Africa 
than in other regions of the world, save for the oil-producing 
areas of the Middle East. Africa-has also emerged as one of the 
world’s leading markets for imported arms. Ten years. ago, 
African countries spent only $490 million on imported 
weapons—about 5 percent of the total world arms traffic. By 
1982, Africa’s arms imports had risen to $5.5 billion—some 15 
. percent of the world total. 

Not only is Africa spending more and more on arms, it is also 
buying some of the most sophisticated arms ‘available today.. 
For example, Ethiopia, though reeling from years of famine, 
has assembled a large inventory of Soviet-supplied MiGs, 
tanks, and Mi-24 “Hind” helicopters. What explains the 
hunger for arms at a time when many African nations cannot 
satisfy their people’s hunger for survival? The fact is that many 
African governments have placed a higher priority on military 
programs. In 1982, some 23 countries in Africa were ruled by 

..military regimes—more than any other region in the world. 


Regimes such. as Ethiopia, Ghana, the Sudan and Zaire 


generally rely on military force to remain in power, and tend 
to place the acquisition of modern arms ahead of other 
domestic needs}» „ss:

Boyce was the son of an ex-FBI agent while Daulton was the 
adopted son of a well-to-do doctor.

A community college’s right to 
ban tobacco and alcohol adver- 
tising in the student newspaper 
has been challenged in a lawsuit 
filed. by the newspaper's faculty 
adviser and current and former 
student editors.
